With referense to our letter of June llth to 
Reverend C. F. Hives regarding a possible dental clinic 
to be held at the school, Mr. Hives has, apparently, 
called in Doctor Shannon to examine all the children. 
This in itself may have involved the Department in 
considerable expenses and it was not intended that Mr. 
Hives should4 do this. In other schools the teach re 
examine the ehiliren and merely report the number requir- 
ing dental ettention,. Then when the olinic is author- 
ised the teachers send into the room used by the dentist, 
those pupile most urgently in need of attention. I 
am returning the slipe sent to the Department by Mr. 
Hives as they are of no use to us. 


If Dectors J. A. and G, Le Shannon wish to undertake 
dental work for Shingwauk School this work will have to 
be carried out as desired by the Department. We find 
that much better results are o+tained when the dentist 
goes to the school und the children are handled by the 
sohool staff arp f and without less of time. In 
many instances an o14 barber's chair has been rented at 
omall cost and the dentist brings a foot drill and other 
necessary equipment. $50.00 is allowed for an eight 
hour day end from thirty to forty pupils can receive 
attention. 


If a clinic such as this can be arranged the Depart- 
ment is willing to authorise two days, it being understood

The local Medical Officer at Sioux 
St. Marie, has drawn to our attention, 4 sit- 
uation that is causing some considerable em- 
barrassment. 


I believe that this Indian Sciool is 
located within the city limits, and it is pointed 
out that a herd of cattle is maintained at the 
School, and that raw milk is used by all the 
children there. 


You will understand that legislation 
prohibits thé use of raw milk in any of our cities 
or towns and this is being observed by others in 

Sioux St. Marie, Naturally, it causes a good 
deal of discussion and embarrassment when 4 
government institution permits the use of raw 
milk and other people are forbidden to use this. 


I should be glad to have your comments 
in connection with this. It should not be difficult 
to have the milk for use at the School pasteurized 
by one of the local dairies. That is an arrangement 
that is followed by a number of places of like nature, 
and I think that you would have no difficulty insofar 
as this School is concerned, if you wish to follow

It seeme 
impossible to secure an Assistant. “e use an average ef 600 gal- 
lons of milk per month. A lot of work would be entailed.

boat. In the meantime, one of the smaller boys had run for more 
help, and met another ees Kenneth Benedict, age 15, who ceme 
and found the other two boys in a beat rowing to the place where 
Shilling had disappeared. Benedict swam out, and located the body 
in about twenty feet of water. Brought it up, and with the help 
of the other boys, loaded it in the boat and rowed to the island. 
They immediately took the body and laid ey across a log, and 
started resuscitation work on it, while one of the boys ran to 
the U.S. Coast guard at the Light house, and brought a man, who 
saw that Dudley was past all aid.

I “4 report that on Thursday, Oct. 22nd, in company 
with Rev. Doctor Westgate, Indian Agent Bdwards, and the contractor, 
Mr. J, He. Simmons, & procecded from Sioux Lookout to the site 
of the new Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School, and after 
a careful examination of the property decided on a location fer 
the main school building and the barn. The site as selected 
provides excellent drainage facilities, and is well located for 
a water supply system. It is Mr, Simnons intention to proceed 
at once with the clearing of the land necessary for the vuilding, 
and to begin building operations as soon a8 possible. ‘The bui lding 
site is located on # point in lot 26, concession C. This point 
consists of approximately 14 acres, and is at present covered with 
vush, Captain Edwards is arranging to have this portion of the 
property cleared this winter, as it is very important, from 4& 
stand point of fire protection that the wash does not immediately 
surroum the buildings. 


As Indian Agent Edwards has had considerable experience, 
pefore entering the service of the Deyartmnt, in building can- 
struction he is well qualified to supervise the building operations 
and it will therefore be unnecessary to appoint an Inspector of 
Construction. 

There are a few minor changes in the building suggested 
by Doctor Westgage, and after discussing the different items

We wil build a separate protecting wall on each side 
of the wail form, and keep the frost away from the walls until set 
with sufficient stoves,

sized gang of carpenters and will soon nave the building enclesed, 

I expect to ve taking my usual trip East this winter to 
see the oid folks at London, On my way east I will call at Ottawa 
with a lay out of the proposed drainage and Septic Tank, sc we can 
go into the matter together,

Will it be advisable to run the soapy water drain also the 
boiler room drain to a sump as shewn on the sketch ? If so it will 
make quite a saving and save running a separate soapy water drain to 
the far side of the Septic Tank. The soil at the proposed sump is 
sand about five feet down, 


There is a natural fall from the sump to the bay. By puttin 
in Lye or other preparation in the sump it would clear away any 
corrosion on the walle of the sump. 


You will note I have shown an alternate drain (see dotted 
lines) from the main soapy water drain to the manhole and beyond the 
Septic Tank. 


You will note figures in red at various points around the 
basement wall, on the sketch. These are the approx. heights from the 
grade to the floor. Also that the figures at the extreme rear end 
show a fill. 


Kindly let me know as quickly as possible if advisable to 
use the Sump for the soapy water, so I can arrange with the Plumber, 


NOTE~ If the soapy water does not run to the sump the drain 
will have to be set up in the fill, on account of the ground being so 
low at the rear of the building. 

On account of the boiler room veing so imw much Lower than 
the other drains, it will be necessary to run the water from boiler 
room to a sump, even if we do not use it for the soapy water.

With further reference to my letter of the 3rd 
inst, and your reply on Apr. 6th I beg to submit the 
following information relative to outbuildings, etc., 
required at the Sioux Lookout School:- 


1. The Ice House. One like that provided for the 
Chapleau School would in my opinion be the most 
suitable. It is about 12' x 18" (so far as I 
recollect) with over half of the space partitioned 
off for ice and the rest thickly boarded and 
otherwise suitably fitred up for cold storage of 
meat. 


The Poultry House. Yo accommodate about 200 
fowl. 


The Piggery. To accommodate about 1 dozen pigs. 


An Implement shed. About the same dimensions as 
that supplied to the O14 Sun school. Thies is I 


believe (I am quoting for memory) about 90' long. 
Phe one for the Sioux Lookout school should 
certainly be not less than 70° lomg. If it were 
made 90' long, part of it could be used for storing 
fire wood for the Kitchen range. 
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I had hoped to be able to submit to you plans for 
each of these buildings, but have not yet received these 
from the Manitoba Agricultural College to whom I made 
application some days ago. Siiowkdthese come to hand in the 
near future, I am leaving instructions for them to be 
forwarded to you as I myself am leaving the City this 
evening and will be absent some days.

Dear Mr. Orr:- 


I arrived here yesterday qeeniaes and have this 
day visited the site of the new School and examined the 
‘land and buildings. As you yourself contemplate a visit 
to this Sehool in the near future I beg to submit the 
following observations and suggestions for your consiéer~- 


ation. 
The Lena. 


With regard to the land I find that cube fourteen 
acres have been cleared. A greater acreage than this will 
be required for farming and gardening purposes, especially 
for growing cate and hay for the horses and cattle, and I 
would recommend that a total of, say, fifty acres be clasred, 
that is another thirty-six sores in addition to the fourteen 
mentioned. 

Ae the st ge have not been removed from the land 
already cleared, and the land cannot be cultivated until 
this is done, I beg to recommend that 6 contraet be let for 
their removal during this summer. 


fhe lower land to the 5.W. of the main Sehool 
building will be valuable for gardening purposes if drainage 
is provided, and I beg to suggest that an open ditch be dug 
from the centre of this land to the natural outlet which is 
the bay on the weet side of the school site. 


As the levelling up of the grounds around the 


ine main School building will be too great an undertaking for 
pe the School management to handle, the contract for this work 
v 
or 
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mets it seems to me, be included along with that for the 
additional clearing and the drainage already mentioned. 


The provision of a wagon road from the Sehool to 
the Pelican Station is a matter of set importance, and 
this also might conveniently be included in the same contract. 


Wood for Fuel. 


fhe provision of wood fuel for next winter is a 
matter about which I am much concerned. The trees on the 
Cleared area have been ae? of their branches, but have 
not been out up into cordwood le hs. Unless this is done 
in the immediate future, and the + ge logs split and piled 
up to dry, it will be very difficult, if not impossible to 
keep the school properly heated next winter. As a help to 
the solution of this problem I should like to suggest that 
an engine and pole saw be provided at once for the use of 

A the School, but that the work of cevstee up the poles into 
eordwood lengths be inoluded in the contract for clearing, 
drainage, levelling, etc. 


eng . 


The immediate need of fencing is not, to me, very 
apparent, and expenditure under thie heading might remain 
/ over until next year when le provision for the same 
a should be made in the estimates. 


Mharfege. 


The construction of two wharves appears to me to 
be necessary. The best location for the larger of these 
is, as we have already thought, om the east side of the School 
* site on the 8.8. side of the farm. All heavy supplies which 
may require transportation by wagon to the Sehool from this 
point should be landed at this wharf. 


At one end of this wharf ae boat-house, or weather- 
preéf shelter, should also be built. 


A emaller wharf or landing platform should also 
be built near the e boulders on the shore in front of the 
School. This would be for "passenger" service only, and 
would eliminate the necessity for the lady agents on the 


staff and visitors to pass through or by the barn yard when 
arriving at or leaving the School by boat. 


Telephone 
The installation of telephone connection with Sioux 
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Lookeut via Pelican or any other way, seems to me to be a 
matter of first-rate importance, and I commend the same 
to your sympathetic consideration. 


The Main School Building. 


fhe workmanship on the Main School Building, #80 
far as it was completed, appeared to me to have been well 
and coresesiy done, and I feel confident that, in due 
course, our General Secretary will convey to your and to 
your Department, an expression of our Society's appreciation 
of the great pains you have taken in this connection. 


There are, however, a few minor pointe to which 
I drew the attention of the contractor, and which he under- 
took to refer to you.e These are a8 follows:- 


1. The windows leading to the fire escapes instead of 
being on p@lleye, and sliding up and down in two sections, 
would admit of a more rapid exit of steff and pupile in 
ease of fire, if made of one piece and fastened on hinges. 
The alteration suggested would be inexpensive, and I trust 
you may authorize it. 


2. The cement floor in the fuel room, off the boiler- 
room, is very liable to be dug up by cordwood thrown in 
unless covered with coarse plenke, and I beg to suggest 
that thie plank flooring be installed. 


3. As hardwood flooring has not been provided, the 
fir flooring is certain to give way if the pupils are not 
obliged to leave their heavy boots in the recreation rooms 
in the basement. To do this conveniently cupboards for 
the heavy boots and heavy winter coats are a necessity in 
the recreation rooms, and I beg to suggest that they be 
installed. Some benches around the walle in the recreation 
rooms should also be provided. the provision of these would 
not involve eo much expenditure while the contractors are on 
the spot as at a later date. 


The lockers in the dormitories are about all that 
could be desired and I wee very gratified to see that they 
had been provided. 


The porch and platform at the main front entrance, 
wiht, 4% seems to me, have been enlarged with advantage, 
and I hope that at some future date this action may be 
taken. 


The Barn 
The barn, which had been ereeted, would, 1 felt, 
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when completed provide adequate and comfortable accommodation 
for the horses and cattle. The cement used in the 

foundation did not appear te me to be as firm as it should 
be, and | trust that the flooring may be of better quality. 
In completing this building the need of passage ways in 

front of the mangers, a feed room, a harness room, snd 
breeding stalls, should be kept in mind. 


Other ldin 


The other buildings required have already been 
referred to in former communications addressed to you. 
Of these, it seems to me, that a, ed, ant an | sp toa 
house, and cold-storage room combined ry an tep ement 
Bhed should be provided this year. piggery °s 
“Wecéssary, but thie could be left oun il next eee if 


necessary, in order that the provision of all the other 
requirements mentioned above may not be delayed. 


i regret that my letter has reached so great a 
length, but you will understand, I think, the importance of 
the various items referred to, and which have necessitated 
the same. I trust that you yourself may be able to visit 
the School in the near future and give to the matters to 
which 1 have referred the careful attention which, 1 feel 
certain, you will recognize they deserve.

As I had beet’ informed by the Contractor who 
built the school that a suitable boat to meet this school's 
(Sioux Lookout School) requirements was available at amoderate 
cost at Sioux Lookout, I requested the Principal to examine 
the game ami report his opinion of the same to me. His report 
on this boat which was built for service between Sioux Lookout 
and Pine Ridge was not satisfactory. It had many unsatisfactory 
features, one of which was that it possessed so powerful an 
engine (38 H.P.) that it would impose a very heavy financial 
burden on our Society to provide it with gasoline. The cost 
of thie boat I am informed would not be less than $1200.00, 
While at Sioux Lookout he examined 211 other boats which were 
available, ami informed me that, in his opinion, there was one 
owned by Dr. Mitchell, nearly new, ani which the Doctor was 
willing to sell for $1000.00. This boat which is well-known to 
your Mr. Orr and also to Captain Hdwardsa, your Agent at Kenora, 
is 25 feet long with 52 inch beam, and ia provided with a 
10-14 hep. Red Wing engine. The engine alone cost $785.00 
and is in good condition, as is also the hull and other parts. 
The Principal was altogether favourably impressed with the 
Suitability of this boat for the school's need, and I beg to 
recommend that the same be purchased. 


46 a “scoow” will also be necessary to bring, 
at times, certain supplies from Sioux Lookout, the Principal 
kearned that this could be built, at a reasomble cost, by a 
local boat building company.

If general authority were given me I 
would arrange to have the work done, keeping expenses as low 
as possible. My annuity payments are now over, and I am get- 
ting more time for this work. 


Completion of the school should be rushed, so that 
children can be admitted in September, since otherwise the 
Indians go off to their trapping grounds and are hard to 
get. 


Rev. Mr. Marshall showed a list of utensils needed, 
which has been sent to the Department, but this list was 
far from complete. He is therefore making an additional list 
which will be submitted at an early date. He would also 
like to have plans and blueprints showing the school property. 


I should be glad to receive instructions on the matters 
mentioned above at the earliest convenience.

Mr. Johnston's letter of October 2nd stated that 
the Department of Indian Affairs had requested that this 
office take up with Mr. J. H, Simmons, contractor for the 
new Indian School at Sioux Lookout, the question of the 
water supply of the school, with reference to the proper 
protection of it from frost. After discussing the matter 
with Mr, Simmons it was considered advisable that an in- 
spection of the conditions be made, and on October 11th 
Mr. Simmons and the undersigned left Winnipeg for Sioux 
Lookout and on the day following visited the school and in 
conpany with the Principal, Rev, Mr. Marshall, made an 
inspec tion, 


The school is about one mile north of Pelican on 
the Canadian National Railway and stands on rising land some 
150 feet from the shore of Pelican lake, from which the 
water supply for the school is to be taken, The water 
supply systen, which is already installed with the exception 
of the intake pipe into the lake, comprises a suction pipe 
from the lake to the puwap located in the school basement, 
and from here the water is puwnped to an elevated tank located 
outside the school, 


In discussing the matter, Mr, Marshall stated that 
the only part of the system which he was afraid would be 
damaged by frost was the last 50 feet of the suction pipe to 
the lake, which is already laid, and the proposed intake pipe 
into the lake, Both Mr, Marshall and Mr. Simmons stated that 
the balance of the water mains had over five feet of covering 
and were emply protected from frost. It is therefore only 
this last 50 feet of the suction pipe and the installation 
of the intake upon which we have been asked for and given 
advice, 


As the danger from frost to the fifty feet of 
suction pipe is due to lack of sufficient covering, it is 
recommended that this section be taken up and laid to a depth 
which will ensure a minimum covering of four and a half feet 
to the present ground level, and“ Additional foot of covering 
to be given by grading. As the aditional excavation will 
be rock it was suggested thet two additional feet of covering 
might be added by grading, but Mr. Marshall stated that for 
the sake of the appearance of the grounds he could only 
increase the ground level in this vicinity by one foot, 
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The proper protection of the intake from frost 
and demage by ice calls for fairly extensive work due to 
the shelving nature of the lake bottom which is rock, and to 
the present high water level which today is three and a half 
fe@ihigher than the recorded low level, To provide for a 
deyth of water of four feet over the intake, which is con- 
sidered the safe minimum, it will be necessary, in view of 
the low stages recorded, to lay the pipe to a point which 
will give,at the present lake stage, a covering of at least 
seven and a half feet of water, This depth is reached afta 
distance */¢ about 30 feet from the shore, [The shelving 
bottom of the lake necessitates the excavation of a trench 
in order to S@eure the proper grade and sufficient covering 
for the intake pipe and as the excavation will be in rock 
this work will call for a cofferdam some 90 feet long and 
owing to the necessary blasting,at least 15 feet wide, 
It is proposed that this cofferdam be left in place and the 
pipe covered with earth to a depth of five feet with the 
remaining space in the cofferdam to be filled in with rock 
or earth, 


In addition to the above it is recommended that 
an inte well five feet square and ffom eight to ten feet 
deep be constructed at a point twenty feet from the present 
hore line. As s mon the enclosed sketch, the intake 
pipe enters a short ance from the bott f the well, 
with the suction pipe about a foot above the intake, Wi th

I am enolosing « memorandum from Mr. Craig 
containing his reconmendations to protect the intake 
and the lowsr fifty feet of the water supply system 
of the Indian Mission School at Sioux Leokout, as 
requested in your letter of October 2nd. 


My, Craig inepected this site and states that 
while providing the intake with a reasonable protection 
against freezing will no doubt be expensive, that 
due to local conditions there is no other alternative. 
You will readily underatand that work of thie nature, 
if done under winter conditions, will greatly increase 
the cost and for this reason it is recommended that 
the work be done within the next three weeks, or bfore 
freerze-up. 


As instructed by your telegram of even date, 
I have instructed the contractor, Mr. Simmons, to pro- 
ceed with the work as outlined in your telegram. Mr. 
Simmons stated to me that he thought the work could 
be done within @ period of two or three weeks and that 
he would place the work in charge of men familiar with 
that type of work and provide all the help necessary 
in an endeavour to have the job finished before 
freeze-up. Under the circumstances, therefore, it is 
essential that a decision be arrived at immediately 
regarding that portion of the pipe line which will 
be in the water and that decision wired to me,

Dear Sir:- 


At the time of my last visit to the Sioux Lookout School, 
Vis. Nov. 25th and 26th, the floors of the boiler, fuel. and engine 
rooms were being flooded with water which came in through the joints 
between the sections of the metallic roof. The roof, being almost 
flat, the snow which melted by the heat of the sun in the day time, 
van dowm to the end and frose during the night. The icy barrier thus 
formed continued to increase in thickness until it was fully six 
inches thick at the ond at tho time of my visit. As the snow melted 
on the chapel roof and came dow on to the flat metal roof over the 
boiler and engine rooms, the ice thus formed held it up and the level 
rose until it found its way into the roome underneath through the 
vertical joints between the metal seotione. The Principal out away 
the ice, but it formed again and the leaking process begine whenever 
the snow on the roof melts. A similar leakage is now going on, I 
understand, between the infirmary and the chapel, and will undoubtedly 
eause serious damage if not remedied. 


I am furnishing you with this information (1) in order that 
you may ascertain whether the roof has been completed in accordance with 
the plane and epecifications and (2) that you may take whatever steps 
you consider necessary to have the roofs made water proof. It has been 
suggested that the soldering of the vertical joints between the metal 
sheeta of roofing would be the best remedial course to take, and I 
would recommend that, wnless you have some better remedy in view, this 
action be taken.

The reof over the Boiler, @uel and Engine rooms 
Was covered with galv,. iron, loek joint construction. This roof 
44a not leak during the heavy rainy period, 


On account of the snow at the bottom of the roof 
freezing and turning to ice, there wae no outlet for the water 
when the 4¢6 or snow thawed, cousequently it seeped through the 
lock joints to a certain extent, If the roof cannot be kept clear 
of toe, I eensider the only way to make it water tight is to 
solder the joints far enough up the roof te protect the joints 
ageinet any water that may lie on the roof in the winter, 


Dr, Weetgate mentions a leak in the roof between 
the Infirmary end the Chapel. Thie trouble in over the Sun Room 
againet the wall of the main oudiding, I understand the snow 
and ice has formed on the roof of the suns room against the outside 
wall of the main dbutlding. Thia ig caused by the drip from the 
main building reef falling on the snow on the roof of the Sun zoom 
until the ice forme te @ thickness above the flashing on the 
outeide wall, 


This can be remedied» by putting on new flashing high 
@nough to take care of any ice thet may form over the roof at thie 
ig Thie pert of the roof 414 not leak during the heary rains 
nm the fall, 


Vr. Marshall the primeipal of the School was. in wy 
office a few weeks ago and mentioned about the leaks and the ice 
forming on the reof at these poiute. 1 explained to Mz Marshall 
to keep the ice off the roof so thet the water would have an 
outlet, and that T.would have the reef attended to an soon as the 
weather was favorable.

On the 15th inst. I inspected the 
Sioux Loékout Indian Residential School. 


Some of the steam piping in the dairy 
had been broken through frost and was repaired by 
the principal. A certain amount of piping and 
elbows is required for the drier in the laundry. 
This was not put in when the machine was installed, 
but Mr. Simmons assured me, in the course of our 
anterview in Winnipeg on the 17th inst. that this 
would be attended to by the Plumbers. The laundry 
fan had no spout, and this will be obtained from 
the manufacturers. 


A certain amount of water leaks under 
the roof of the dispensary and chapel, due to the 
freezing of moisture under the roof and to the water 
backing up, but nothing can be done until Spring, and 
the resulting damage is small. 

Ice forms on the metal roof of the main 
building, and slides off when a thaw mes, having 
once damaged the iron fire-esc 2, and in another case 
breaking the balcony of the Hhapel steps. Mr. Simmons 
can not see any immediate remedy for 8, but suggests 
the rigging f awire screen to brea up the snow 
into 6 1 pieces. Nothing could be done until 
. 8 year, of course, we have an sxcept- 
ionally great amount o1 snow, with repeated thaws to 
make things still worse. 


Blectric Lights These are in operation and satisfactory. 


Water This is not yet laid on, owing to the 
apparent presence of dirt in the valves. When the 
principal recovers from influenza I think he will 
remedy this, as he understands the syste 


Mos f 1¢@ staff have been sick with 
‘flu. The housekeeper got Saturday after 
ten days in bed. iss Johnsor one of the staff, 
quit owing to he school not being ready. I have 
pointed out to the principal and to r. Westgat 
the advisability > arrestin recruiting until 
wae work is caught up with. eds, chapel seats and 
desks are not yet set up, and there is much that 
should be done before pupils are taken in. Myr. Marshall 
needs a good, handy carpenter and perhaps another man 
to as 3 t or a month or six weeks.

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or six weeks. He should also get a couple of Indians to 

cut and pile cordwood for the summer, as all these things 
should be attended to before receiving pupils, because other~ 
wise the staff can not function properly, although the members 
already at the school are quite efficient. These matters 

were taken up with Dr. Westgate, who will see the principal 
when the latter is able to visit Winnipeg, perhaps this week. 


The principal talked of a boat, and 
now suggests that Elliott Bros. be instructed to build a 
suitable hull, which I understand they would do for about 
$60@00. The principal also suggests that an engine be 
supplied for installation by the same firm. This, 1 believe, 
would be better than sending him a boat with which he might 
not be well satisfied. 


Two boy pupils were at the school last 
Saturday, and two more expected to arrive last Monday, but 
I advised the principal not to accept any more until the 
completion of the various unfinished matters would enable 
him to look after them to good purpose.

Under authority of Order im Council P.sC. 1861 
of October 2lst, 1925, J.H.Simmons was awarded the con} 
tract for the construction of the Sioux Lookout Residential 
School at o cost of $61,755.00 to be paid from the Vote 
for Indian Education. 


Payments were made on this contract under cer- 
tificates 1 to & to the amount of $85,742.01, including 
$5,967.01 in extras and the work under the contrect was 
apparently completed, the last certificate being issued 
on August Grd, 1926. 


On August 17th, 1926 a sertificate was issued 
for the payment to J.H-Simmone of $9,327.60 on a contract 
for "Blevated tank, water supply amd fire service, light- 
ing plant and transmission, farm building," in connection 
with the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential Scoheol. This 
contract, the amount of which is given on the certificate 
66, $12,799.00, is apparently « new one made with Mr. 
Simmons for work not included in the specifications of the 
former contract. Ags there appears to be no order in 
Couneil authorising thie latter contract, I shall be 
obliged if you will inform me as to your authority for 
awarding it. I shall be obliged if you will let me have 
& copy of thie contract.

On the 26th ult. I inspected the Indian Residen- 
tial School at Sioux Lookout, and found things in @ bad way, 
owing to the principal's having had to go away foliowing a mental 
breakdown resulting from influenza. At the time of my last visit, 
on January 15th, the water was not yet laid on, but the principal 
then expected it would be running in a few days. He was then 
in bed with influenza. On the 24th ult. 1 found there was 
still no water supply, ana things were accordingly at a stand- 
still. 


I returned to Winnipeg on Sunday the 27th and saw 
Mr. Inspector Bunn, who had been visited by the principal, Mr. 
Marshall. They had considered the advisability of putting in 
temporary pipes above ground, but I questioned the wisdom of 
is, and on Monday the 28th I arranged for a meeting at the 
fice of Mr.Simmons the contractor, to include Messrs.Bunn, 
H.Simmons, and Mr. Beairsto the plumbing contractor besides 
self. 


It was decided, in the circumstances, to send a 
plumber immediately to rectify the trouble. One was sent, 
therefore, on the 4.30 train from Winnipeg, and if water can 
not be promptly set running, a temporary arrangement will be 
made, and a report sent to this office. These instructions were 
issued without the authority of the Department, owing to the 
urgency, but with the approval and advice of ir. Inspector 
Bunn. 


As soon as the water is running it will be 
possible to proceed with a vigorous recruiting campaign.

I have gene into this matter with the 

principal and with the General Superintendent of 
Gan. National Telegraphe, and am informed that for 

$500 this company would erect two iron wires, to 

give a private line from the school to Sieux Leokout. 
For $325 it would be possiblé to run an additional iren 
wire beside the present Nichol Chemigal Co'w line, 

but this hae many disadvantages and receives no 
recommendation from either the principal er the 
telegraph company. In either case a wire would have to 
be laid from Mile 5 on the railway to the school, 

of approximately 3,200 feet. The greater part of 

would skirt the lake and be free from danger from 
falling trees. The line could be attached to the trees 
with sling insulators to allow for sway. 


I would suggest that the line from the 
track to the schoel be constructed by the staff, with 
casual help, for which I presume we would have to pay. 
The cost of this part I would estimate at $150 
including instruments. 


I believe we would have to pay 4 rental 
ef about $70 per annum plus $25 for upkeep te the 
telegraph company, but I would recemmend immediate 
inetallation of the line as an economical way of 
ensuring communication with the school, with many 
consequent savings.

“raise water in well six feet and therewith three hundred feet of 
"hose. Reply urgent." 


After a thorough investigation in expense and time seextine 
to do this in a eareful manner, the Brineipal has definitely come 
to the conelusion that the pump that is now installed cannot op- 
erate with the present lake level ,the lift is more than the eap 
acity of the pump can hamdle. 

The problem was fully disoussed today in my office between 
the Agent,the Principal and myself and ae a result the fact was 
established that the pump installed will work effectively and 
well with the water in the well at a six foo# level,and is was 
preven by raising the water in the well,by baling,to a level of 
six feet and it was found that the pump installed now took hold 
every time without priming and delivered water into the tank 
under those conditions. 

Now to keep the water at a level of six feet in the well 
we came to the conelusion that by providing a aoe such as 
has been suggested this can be maintained and the ow of water 
to the tank would be assured, 

I held the above over pending a reply to my wire,thie has 
just eome to hand,Principal Marshall was in the office when it

We will take immediaté steps to seeure the fire pump and 
the hose and have them placed for operation and I feel that we 
ean “bel reasonably aseured of a favorable outcome. 

I might also ad@ that the fire pimp will be a very useful 
unit to have on the promises for‘ fire protection of the buildings 
and from any possible bush fires,in the summer of 1926 there were 
two bush fires that edutead a good deal of worry and trouble. 

I am enelosing herewith a report received from the Princip. 
al wherein he fully details the troubles and difficulties that

On July ist when I visited Ottawa, I made a verbal report 
to the Superintendent of Indian Education, on conditions as I found 
them at the new Sioux Lookout School a few days previously, and was 
advised to address a separate letter to you in connéction with the

1. Cement foundations are required under the tool house and 
under the ice house, if these buildings are to be kept in 
good repair. The stock barn and the poultry house have 
cement foundations, and I recommend that the two buildings 
I have mentioned be provided with the same, 


As the walls of all the out buildings have been painted, 
but not the shingled roofs, I beg to recommend that these 
be painted as a help to preservation. The Principal re-, 
commends that they be painted ereen,. .) 


In the procegs of clearing the land, the Principal found 
considerable timber which he considered might advantage- 
ously be cut into lumber and stored for future use such as. 
repairs, fencing, erection of woodshed or other buildings y\ ¢ 
bridges, etc. He informed me that he could have this out ; 
at the rate of $15 per thousand, whereas the price of the .

Gn July lat when I visited Ottawa, I made o verbal report 


to the Superintendent of Indian Education on conditions as I found 
them at the new Sioux Lookout School a few days previously, and was 
advised to address a/separate communication to you in connection with 
thenfollowing itmes:- 


om 


The metal roof of the engine room, and part of the roof of the 
hall-way, have become seriously impaired through the large 
pieces of ice which have fallen upon them from the roof of the 
chapel above. Ome hand rail of a fire escape has also been 
seriously damaged by a large piece of ice which fell from the 
roof of the mai& school building, and one hand rail and part 
of the steps forming the outside entrance to the chapel have 
been broken in the same way. ‘The Principal informed me that 
one piece of ice which fell from the roof of the maim school 
building was 6 feet long, 14 inches thick, and must have 
weighed about 400 lbs. The acowmulation of ice along the eaves 
ef the main school building and chapel is probably due to the 
fact that the temperature of the roof within the walle is 
raised by the heat from the eentral heating plant, while that 
part which extends beyond the walle remaine uneffected, and 
causes the pelted snow to freese as fast as it runs down and 
accumulate. The beet remedy is not very apparent, but I feel 
it my duty to submit the matter to you for your careful con- 
sideration. The Zoints of the roof of the engine room, and 
that of the hall-way should be soldered, but thie will not 
prevent the accumulation of ice referped to above, 


Rein water soaked through the basement walle throughout 
practically the whole of the building, and for a time flooded 
the floors. ‘fhe Principal informed me that he dug down in 
three places to see if the walle had been tarred on the out- 
gide, and in each case found thet this had been done. He 
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Sec. Dpt. I-A. Pago 2. 


@ suggests, (1) that the whole of the maif school , building 
be surrounded by a platform of cememt not less than 10 feet 

wide, (2) that the spaces on either side of the front entrance 
to the main school building be completely covered with cement, 
and (3) that the spaces on either side of the chapel be like- 
wise covered with cememt, the surface throughout to slope 
gredually away from the building. I recommend this suggestion 
to your careful consideration. 


The elevated water tank has not been supplied withany gauge, 
and this should be done. Any gauge which would indicate the 
amount of water in the tank would be sufficient. 


4 lever should be installed in the laundry room which would 
enable ail the laundry machinery to be thrown out of action 
at once, whould necessity arrise. At present this can only 
be done by the operator going semeddistance along one 
corridor, then back through another to the engine room. 


Two shaft brackets should also be added in the engine 
room for the purpose of strength and security. 


The pulley on the shaft in the laundry room for operat- 
ing the extractor is donsidered by the Principal to be too 
large, and one of smaller dimensions should be supplied. 


The Typhoon pump installed in the engine room is one of a 
class which is no longer manufactured, and repairs or new 
parts will soon be unobtainable. The Principal informed me 
that the firm who supplied it will exchange it for their 
latest model at a small additional cost, and I beg to recom- 
mend that the exchange be made. 


The Principal was informed by Mr. Mooney of the Dominion 
Water Powers Department when he visited the School to report 
on the water system at the request of your Department, that 
a building having so much metal on the roof should be pro- 
vided with lightning conductors. I beg to submit this in- 
formation for your consideration.

CLASSROOM. 


In the large Classroom now being used the 


lighting is quite inadequate. Thies room is lighted 


from the north side and has only Four small windows. 


This condition can be somewhat remedied by 
a better colour scheme in the interior decoration. If 
the ceiling were painted white, or a very light Silver 
Grey, and the walls, including the folding doors, paint- 
ed @ light Cream colour, the Lighting would be much 
better. The whole wall of folding doors, in natural 
fir, contributes greatly to the darkness of the room. 


All the Blackboards in the School are too high 
from the floor for the use of the ordinary pupils. This 
condition can be remedied by dropping the Slates down Ten 
Inches or a Foot and filling in the space at top by 4 
strip of Hyloplate. This latter is a convenient device 
for holding the Decorations which many teachers delight 
to have at the top of the Blackboard. I have recommended 
this to Mr. Marshall and he would very much like to have 
this improvement made. 


In future you should advise your Architect to 
have ceilings of Olassrooms supported by steel beams, as 
pupporting pillars in the middle of a classroom is a very

I have to request that you will take up with the Principal 
the matter of carrying out the recommendations of the Inspector 
regarding the improving of the eg sts and the changing of the 
interior decoration, You should furnish a report as to whether 
you would recommend that the classroom be repainted in the colour 
scheme as recommended by the Inspector, and, if so, you should 
state the approximate cost of having the work done. 

Relative to the blackboard, I beg to say that it will 
hardly be possible to have these boards lowered. It is 
considered that if a platform of the required height were erected 
along the blackboards, this would be satisfactory. Please 


enquire into this matter, and furnish a report as to the cost of 
& platform of the required height and width. 


These matters should receive your attention of the

We have received the following report from our expert 
Mr, Atkinson in connection with his visit to your lighting 
and transmission equipment, during the present week. He made 
a complete overhaul of the engine and found a few parts necessary 
for replacement, which are being forwarded from our warehouse in 
Winnipeg, and when these are installed the engine will be in 
absolutely the best of conditions. 


The same applies to the transmission equipment, the 
generator was overhauled and repaired. Mr Atkinson states how- 
ever that the batteries were in 4 very bad condition ,and nothing 
can be done with these, he advises that they should be replaced 
immediatly, otherwise we cannot guarantee a continuance of satis- 
factoryworking condition of the lighting and transmission 
equipment. 


With regard to your enquiry in connection with the date 
of shipment of the lighting equipment, this was forwarded from Winn- 
ipeg complete with batteries on July 16th 1926 and is unboubtably 
the cause of the present battery condition.

Following up a suggestion made by Mr. Ferrier during 
his visit to the school in August 1928 I wrote to the R.A.Lister 
Co. asking them if they had a travel ing repair man. They 
replied that they had no such man but that they could send one of 
their expert mechanics down to over look the plant in the quiet 
season so they sent a Mr. Atkinson down here in January to go 
over the lighting ond water system. He made & thorough overhauling 
of the engine and made several minor repairs as shown on the enclosed 
accounts. He also spent considerable time trying to adjust the 
batteries but found that he was unable to fix them at all. 
His explaination is that these batteries were sent to the school 
in July of 1926 and were not charged nor kept up in any way until 
the plant was put in operation on January 15th 1927. This 
evidently was no ones fault but just circumstances owing to many 
setbacks at the time. 


T am enclosing a copy of the report made on these batteries 
by Mr. Atkinson for your information.

Enclosed please find accounts as submitted to us from 
the J.H.Ashdown's Co. Winnipeg for repairs to the water system 
and sewerage equipment. 


In November we had trouble with our water line and had 
to dig up a great deal of pipe only to find that three flanges had 
broken. The only explaination we are able to offer is that it was 
due to contraction of the pipe. We had no flanges on hand nor 
could we wait for them to come so we borrowed from the B& B shops 
of the town with the understanding that we would replace them. 

We took it upon ourselves to do so when it was necessary to 

order a sewer rod and fittings t o overcome trouble in the 

sewer pipe leading from the hospital just after the trouble in 

the pipe line. We tried wire but without results and so we otédered 
the rod to see if it would remove the obstruction. As you kmow 
this pipe from the h spital has always given trouble but we found 
that even the rod would not touch the obstruction so the only 
thing left was to dig up the pipe. This we did and found a piece 
of oak flooring 16in long had got lodged in the elbow of the pipe. 
There is no other way of this wood getting in the pipe except by 
being there before the pipe was put in. 


This account was sent to the office of Indian Affiars 
in Winnipeg and was given to me when I was in the city last week. 
I trust that the action taken was not overstepping as it seemed to 
be the only course to follow, at the time owing to imperative haste 
being necessary,

Dear Sir:- 


During my recent visit to the Sioux Lookout School, 
(Oot. 19th and 20th) the Principal directed my attention to the 
serious trouble he had experienced in keeping the grounds around 
the main school building from being dug up by the water shed from 
the roof of this building, and strongly recommended that your 
Department be asked to give further consideration to the possibility 
of having eave-troughs installed. My recollection is that the 
objection raised by your Department to the installation of eave- 
troughs was based on the danger which had to be faced of having all 
the troughing torn off by sliding ice from the roof in time of thaw. 
I placed this consideration before the Principal and he informed me 
that this danger would be avoided by having the eave-troughs placed 
at a slightly lower level. Should your Department still consider 
it inadvisable to provide the eave-troughs, then the Principal 
strongly recommended that a cement platform be placed about the whole 
school to prevent a recurrence of the diffioulties he has had to face 
during the past summer. 


After a careful survey of the situation I was strongly 
convinced that either one or other of the above improvements is 
absolutely necessary to protect the foundations and to help to keep 
the ground in Shape, and I commend it once more to your careful and 
sympathetic consideration. It is not expected that either improvement 
should be undertaken this year, but that provision should be made in 
your estimated for supplying either one of both of these next year.

Dear Sir;- 


Ever since we moved into the residence of this 
school in October 1926 we have had to put up with 46 great deal 
of discomfort in the winter time owing to the fact that we 
can not keep the place warm. Tge residence is at the extreme 
end of the building and is not built on the same level as the 
school which necessitates a drop of 18in in the steam pipe and 
unless we have a full head of steam on, thereby roasting out 
the centre of the building, we cannot force heat into the 
residence at all. We have tried to accomplish this in every 
way we know of and it only results in the same way. It is usually 
well after 10 in the morning when the heat reaches us and very 
seldom do we get a bit of heat after seven at night. Besides 
being unbearably uncomfortable it is far from healthy to be 
living in such conditions and I feel that such should be 
brought to your attention. 


I discussed this matter with Dr. Stone during his last 
visit and suggested to him that @ small furnace, wood burning, 
be put in the basement of the residance to overcome this 
conditdon. If you think favorably of the suggestion I could 
make arrangements with the local man in Sioux Lookout to install 1 
a suitable furnace and I am sure it would be ecomomy in the end 
as far a feul is concerned,

With respect/ the Indjafi Residential School, 
Anglican, at Pelican, I uld beg to draw your attention 
to a condition examined én the occasion of a survey

made some time ago. oa 
The sewage <fisposal at this point is effected 


by means of a septic tank, the effluent from which is 
conducted directly into the lake without any further 
treatment. At the time of my inspection there was 4 
considerable area of the beach polluted with effluvia. 
This was due to the fact that there was low water and 
the end of the original effluent is now exposed some 

15 ft. above the normal water line. Wastes from the 
laundry and kitchen are on a separate system and do not 
pass through the tank. The above mentioned effluent is 
located on the west side of the bay around the point and 
about 700 ft. from the water intake. The direction of 
the current is downstream from the intake. I should say 
at the present time that I do not think there is any 
danger of pollution of the water supply. A 


As the soil at this point appears to be gravel 
with clay overburden, I think that there would be @ 
suitable location for a filtration bed. This would be 
very desirable in view of the fact that the present 
contamination affects the water shed which may at some 
future time supply the town of Sioux Lookiut and which 
at present supplies the Canadian National Railways at 
Sioux Lookout. 


MR. INDIAN AGENT EDWARDS REPLIED IN PART AS FOLLOWS: 


We were not aware of the fact that owing to 
the low water, the end of the original effluent is now 
exposed some 15 feet above the normal water line. As 
this outlet is below the rapids, there is no danger, 
now or at any other time, of pollution at the intake 
of the water supply, or for the water supply for the 
town of Sioux Lookout or the National Railways. 


You may rest assured that the Department's 
first consideration is for the health of the people, 
and we don't consider there is any danger to health 
at any of the schools. 


Before installation of the sewage disposal 


plant at schools is made, great care is taken that 
the health situation is being cared for.

I have just received the enclosed from the Kermath 
people. These people quoted us prices on heavy engines, of 
$1,000. and over, so we wrote them again, asking for lighter 
engines and more suitable for our Gidley-Ford boat, and this is 
the best prices obtainable. 


This FARR Marine motor is something new to me, I 
have never heard of them before. We might term it a Kermath Jr.

The Reverend Principal of the Sioux Lookout India 
Residential School, who recently visited the Department, drew 
attention to the need of replacing the present shafting in 
the engine room. Thies shafting is rather light for the 
work, and heavier shafting has been recommended by the engine 
inspector. We understand this work would necessitate 
new bushings, and that the estimated cost of installing 
the heavier shafting would be approximately $125. 


I have to request that you will take this matter 
up with the Principal and ascertain from him definitely 
whet is required, and you should then arrange for the 
purchase of the equipment required and for the installation 
of same. The school authorities would, no doubt, be able 
to provide the greater amount of the labour in carrying out 
the work. The total cost of this improvement should not 
exceed the amount stated above. After the heavier shaft+ 
ing has been installed, please forward an account, in 
triplicate, properly certified, covering the expenditure 
incurred, 


Attention was also drawn to the need of replacement 
of the metal fittinge on the toilet seats, at an estimated 
cost of $50.

Dear Captain Edwards,- 


We are enclosing invoices for steam 
pipe and fittings which we had to wire to Ashdowns for 
as the pipes in the hot water tank had become corroded 
and the water was leaking into the boilers. We got Ashdowns 
to send these things down rush and we worked all night to 
rip the old ones out. We plugged the intake and outlet of 
the hot water tank so we could keep the boilers working and 
when Ashdowns rushed the pipes through it meant a repetition 
of the same thing the night after. We carry no steam pipe 
on hand, therefore the rush order. We hope you will not 
think it is presumption on our part, getting these repairs 
first and then asking afterwards, but it meant maintaining 
our fires pretty well at all costs. 


Tt was surprised at the pipes we had 
taken out. They were in good condition on the part where 
the steam ran through but on the part exposed to the hot 
water tank itself they were eaten away to such an extent 
that I pushed a 2% inch nail through in half a dozen places. 
I must take this matter up with Inspector Kelly and see if 
he can recommend something that might be painted on the pipes 
that have to go in to the boiler and are exposed to the 
water. As the water is used for bathing, dish washing and 
general use, one cannot use any strong solution that would 
become detrimental to its use in other parts of the building. 
However, we had if in good shape before I left for Toronto, 
but on return found that the invoices were not made out pro- 
perly. T had to return them to Ashdowns and they have just 
been returned to us. 


12 machine bolts also belong to the 
same piece of work as ¥ had to saw the bolts off the brackets 
erecved on the inside of the tank to hold the pipes,to get 
the pipes out. 


We are also enclosing an account for 
gasoline fuel tank, Wuly certified. We had to write three 
times to get the receipted freight bill, they seemed to 
think the ordinary shipping bill would do, but it does not.

This school 
ig beautifully situated and is in splendid condition. 
The Principal is busy clearing land, using & tractor 
for the purpose. It was necessary for him to inoeur 
an expense of approximately $200.00 for thie purpose. 
There is $1,000.00 available in our appropriation 
for this school this year and Agent Edwards will submit 
accounts covering the cost of repairs. 


The only means of reaching this school in 
summer is by motor boat. A new engine is badly needed. 
I tola the Principal that the Department would likely 
be able to provide the funds this year, and he and Agent 
Edwards will obtain prices from a firm on the approved 
list for a motor of a type thet would be satisfactory 
and submit same to the Department.

Dear Captain Edwards, - 


On your recent visit to our school, 
February 26th. we were taking up the matter of washing 
the milk cans, pails, ete. This you noted had to be done 
in the sink in the soullery, the same sink as used for 
washing all childrens dishes. I remarked then that I dia 
not count it very sanitary or satisfactory to wash milk 
pails, etc. in the same sink but that we were up against 
it as there was no other place where we could wash them. 
The sinks in the kitchen, dairy and bakery are of the 
shallow type ordinary kitchen sink; so I thought it advis- 
able to bring to your attention the necessity of having a 
wash sink for the milking utensils alone. 


I have also been in communication with 
the Alberta Dairy Supply Co. of Winnipeg, and have found 
out they have a two compartment sink which they supply to 
the majority of small dairies and farms for washing their 
pails and cans. This is made up out of heavy galvanized 
iron, with four iron legs. The total length of the sink 
is 72 inches by 27 inches wide, depth 16 inches. The price 
quoted was $25.00 F.0.B. Winnipeg. 


If the Department would supply us with 
the sink, we would do the necessary fittings, that is, 
connecting up the water pipes and the drainage from the sink. 


I may say that I dread the summer time 
coming on when hot water is not as plentiful as it is in 
the winter, making it necessary for the extra washing of the 
childrens sink both before and after the washing of the 
milk pans. 


I do hope you had a few minutes to spare 
to call around at the Alberta Dairy Supply Co. who handle 
these various wash sinks and tanks. Or if there was anything 
else they may have shown you while you were there that might 
be more suitable for our purpose, we would be very glad in- 
deed to have the information.

I just returned yesterday from the trip 
east, bringing Mre. Marshall with me, whom I am glad 
to say is much improved after her holiday. Now I am 
getting down to clearing the basket, if it is possible 
for once in a while to see the bottom. 


I am somewhat puzzled over your letter of 
July lith regarding letter #129-6-5 of the 10th instant. 
We had Mr, Awrey here on a visit while staying over in 
Sioux Lookout, together with Dr. Mitchell and two other 
Doctors. Ae we were passing through the barn he noticed 
the broken planks in part of it and I told him we had 
made application for q new cement floor and had hoped 
that the Department would have seen their way clear to 
have granted us the amount and permission to put it in. 
This you will remember Bas been under discussion for 
the last few years and when Mr. Sutherland was up here 
last year he realized the conditions under which we 
were working; I suppose that due to his illness the 
matter has been overlooked. I do hope this isn't 
another way they have of putting it off for another 
indefinite period. 


I think, with your permission, I will delay 
the purchase of the suitable planke to replace the 
broken ones, which practically will mean reflooring 
the barn, until after we have had the Health of Animals 
Inspector check up on the cattle on the blood test for 
contagious abortion, as personally I think that the 
condition under the planks may be the breeding place of 
this germ which has evidently got into our herd. 
would not want to have the extra cost of planks and the 
work of laying them, if the Health of Animals Inspector 
was to condemn the floor that was already in the barn. 
I may say that we expect the Veterinary Doctor at any 
time, as this is the months they like to test the herds 
for this and T.B., and will write you as soon as possible 
after the visit of this Health of Animals Branch Inspector.

Dear Captain Edwards: 


Re. the last paragraph of your letter of 
July 14th were Mr. Awrey states the serious lack of 
fire escapes. This matter has been gone into at different 
times both with the late Mr. Russell Ferrier and at the 
time Mr, Sutherland and yourself were over here a year 
ago, but to alter the present fire escapes would in- 
volve a considerable amount of money. 


Ac Mr. Awrey was grins through the school he 
noted the outlets, but as stated to him, all these 
outlets were on and around stairways and if your stair- 
way Was endangered your fire escapes were practically 
useless. So we trust to the work of continual super- 
vision, carefulness in checking all fires, and I myself 
personally patrolling the building from top to bottom 
every night between eleven and twelve. I have gone 
into the fire escape question not only on this but on 
other schools and buildings and made gather a study of 
it, and in examining the various types I have come to 
the conclusion that the tank system seemed the very 
best where schools or institutions have a number of 
people depending on open stairwaye for safe exit. I 
also looked into the costs of these at the time and 
reported the same to the Department in our letter of 
February 17th, 1932, and I haven't had any reasons to 
change my opinion regarding them, rather in other ways 
I have seen this type of fire escape on the increase, 
even taken up by hospitale, but as I stated above, at the 
present time the cost of them is prohibitive. 


When Mr. Awrey and the company of Doctors were 
here, I had not understood that they were on an inspection 
tour and I think these things have all been carefully 
noted by yourself and that you have done all that can be done, 
without any further ins ction.

On Nov. 7th. 1934, I wrote you regarding the break 
down 6f our generator, stating that I had shipped the coil in 
by express to R.A.Listerg agents, Mumford, Medland, Ltd. The 
firm wired back stating they wanted the other part of the 
generator, the same was shipped to them without delay. 


A broken wire causing the short circuit, according to 
the statement of the electrician of Mumford Medland, burnt out 
considerable of the inside wiring of the commutator. This made 
it necessary to rewind and rebuild the commutator. It took some 
considerable time to do this. 


When we received the generator back we could not get 
satisfactory lighting and looking for further trouble we found 
it in the control box; that certain plates which hey call grill 
plates had also been burned out. The control box is such a mixed 
up mechanism of coils, magnets etc. that we took the thing off 
complete and shipped it in to the Lister people. Then when it 
returned our troubles were not at an end. Our voltage would run 
exceedingly high and our amperage next to gothing, our re-wiring 
back from the plant to the control boz, from the control box to 
the generator was 0.K. as we had tagged every wire. Rather than 
run any chances of blowing out the machine, T wired Mumford 
Medland if they had a man down this way we would be very glad to 
have him to set the machine in proper order. When he arrived it 
didn't take him long to detect what was the matter. He stated 
when the generator is re-wound it also has to be re-set with the 
plant with which it works. This was what was causing our adifficu 
Tt certainly was a job for an expert, as he had to loosen up the 
brush carrier and hold them in his hand until he got the correct 
reading on the board. 


The generator broke down on the night of Nov. Sth. and 
we did not have electric light until Dec. 4th. During the interven- 
ing time we used four lamps and twelve lanterns. The children were 
exceptionally good under the trying circumstances, but some of the 
staff had their first experience of seeing what it was like to work 
with lamp light. Needless to say, we all appreciated the return to 


order of our electric light plant. 


I am therefore enclosing the invoices for the generator, 
the control box and the man's time and expenses, together with the 
necessary prepaid freight accounts. 


Very sorry you were not able to stay overnight with us on 
your last visit to the school; when the winter sets in it means 
walking one way.

On your recent visit to the school we took up the 
matter of certain places in the basement halls where it will 
be necessary to have something on the walls other than plaster 
as we have plastered in some places three times already and 
every spring the frost heaves it off. This is in places below 
the ground level. Therefore I would recommend that we put in 
& material like ten test which, if painted on both sides, 
should resist the dampness and last considerably than plaster. 
Would it be possible for us to try out at least about 2000 
square feet of ten test. This costs $55.00 a thousand at Sioux 
Lookout but I believe it might be obtained for about $50.00 a 
thousand from Winnipeg.

With reference to the account in favour of 
Allan A. J. MacDonald, to the amount of $262.50, for the 
supplying of cement for floor of barn at the Sioux Lookout 
Indian Residential School, I have to say that the Treasury 
Board has refused to pay the account, on the grounds that 
the material has not been actually delivered. You will 
remember, I discussed the matter with you, and you approved 
that the account be paid - it being understood that the 
chegue would be held by the Principal until the cenent is 
delivered. 


In September, last, the Minister approved the 
purchase of the cement from A. A. J. MacDonald, and Mr. 
Edwards, the Indian Agent at Kenora, was advised accordingly. 
In a communication from the Principal, attached to the 
voucher, it isa stated that the cement has been ordered but 
that it will be impossible to ship same until opening of 
navigation. It would have cost $1.40 per sack to have it 
delivered all rail. In having the cement delivered when 

zation opens, in May, next, it was obtained at a price 
e $1.05 per sack. 


I beg to point out that the funds for the 
purpose are provided in the Appropriation for the fiscal 
year just closed, and we have no money provided in the Vote 
for the fiscal year 1936-37 to pay this account. 


I can see no reason why the cheque cannot be 
issued and held by the Principal or at the Department until 
the cement is actually delivered at the school. I would 
beg to recommend that you inatruct the Representative of 
the Treasury to have the cheque in payment for the cement 
issued and either forwarded to be held by the Principal 
or retained in the Department.

As regards the werk in the barns, we expect te be able te meve ths 
cattle from the maim barm inte the iselatien bara about the end ef the 
menuth and start werk om the cleaming out of the weeden fleer, removing 
abeut a feet deep ef the sotl before laying the cement fleer. This 
space wili be built up eut ef small stenes se as te secure geod found- 
atiens, The stenes, as you know, we hauled last year, We have abdeut 
deuvled the quamtity ef these this spring, teking a number ef them 
from the lake sheré while the water is lew.

I just received your letter ef May 4th whem in town teday, secking 
imfermatienm regarding estimates. Owing te the drastic cut in the 
Department's allewance this year I weuld judge that they are net 
geing te be able te de very much tewards the estimates, therefore 

I am givimg you seme idea ef the things that I think are most 
essential te the carrying en of the werk at the Sioux Loekeut Scheel. 


The lumber statement in our estimates of Octeber I6, I935 which is 
te complete barn ceiling and reet heuse cefling. This particular 
part I thimk sheuld be put im with fir as the lecal lumber is net ef 
the very best quality and has tremendous shrinkage and if put in,in 
a few years would loek like se many slats. Them there will be an 
amount required for repairs te the hay left floer and re-enfereement 
jeists in the hay left fleor, as a number ef them have tremendous 
sags in them as they are placed toe far apart. We would recuire a 
little extra Isbeur in putting in this ceiling in beth buildings as 
it is toe much for the beys te de. Lecal lmbeur could be precured 
at about Bichty Dellars. ($80.). 


The next items would be seme of the farm implements, the hay mewer and 
hay rake and doublt meuldbeard plough, leaving the seed drill t@ an- 
ether time as we cam still carry on seeding by hand but it is a slew 
methed. Them’I weuld, if it is at all pessible te surmize they 

might have the funds te purchase an eusulage cutter, as I would like 
te try out a small pit sile te see whether it weuld werk im preference 
te ome of the barrel type, it weuld save consider@le money. The 
cutter them weuld be mere important tham the stave sile. I have gath- 
ered censiderdble infermatien frem varieuws seurces regarding the use 
ef the pit sile im the northern country and I find that where there 

is geod drainage te be had they have preven a geod success. The mud 
Walls can be used it is claimed fer a couple ef years and then if 
mecessary cement walls cam be put im. This would make @ very perman- 
ent sile and the greatest advantage ef all in favour ef the pit sile 
is freedem frem frest if carefully cevered, therefore I think It weuld 
be advisable te give it a try.

Mr. Agent Béwardes has forwarded communications 
which he received from you, dated the 9th instant, regarding 
the lumber, labour, ete., required to complete the barn 
ceiling; repaire to hayloft floor; reinforcement of joists 
in hayloft; installing cement floor in barn; aleo stating 
the farm machinery eoueves and requesting thet a email ot 
eile be provided, at Sioux Lookout Residential Sehool. 


In thie connection I would eay thet our apprep- 
riation for the current fiscal year provides an amount of 
$626 to erect a silo ani $500 te e lete barn and root- 
house. Frem this amount, however, it will be gp noe 
deduct the eum of $262.50, in payment for eement for t 
barn floor, as thie avecunt was not paid before our books 
closed for the last fiscal year. In comection with the 
work yet to be done, as stated above, only the eum of 
approximately $840 would be available to cover the cost of 
all work at your school this year. I would request that 
you furnish as close an estimate as possible of the lumber 
and other material required, the cost of any extra labour 
and also state the type of iabour. We would then be in a 
position to aivise Mr. Agent Edwards regarding the purchase 
of the materials and the employing of the extra labour. 


I nete that you intend to try out a email pit 
silo, in preference to one of the barrel type. If so, the 
budlding of the pit silo would save considerable expense, 
leaving funde from the amount available for other purposes. 


You might aleo afivise as to the cost of supply- 
ing a hay mower and a hay rake, also an ensilage cutter. 
It ie doubtful, however, if we will have funds to supply 
all this farm equipment.

48 soon as 1 got to Winnipeg I went to see Mr. Marshall 

t the General Hospital, but was informed he was in the ope- 
rating room. I went there again in the afternoon and saw hin 
for a minute or two, but 6f course could not talk to him very 
much. He had heard of the fire, but I let him understand it 
was & very small thing and that a wae hurt and that you 
were alright as wae everybody else. aleo interviewed Colonel 
Sarmigen and aleo visited Archdeacon Matheson. I arranged with 
Messrs. Mumford and Medland to send a man te “ioux Lookout that 
night with an engine and generator. I also arranged with 4r. 
North of the Canadian National Railway to make sure this was put 
on the local and taken to P@lican next morning. This engine pro- 
vides about fifty lights so that you would not be without tem- 
porary lichts until something can be done. Whilst in Sioux 
Lookout I aleo arranged with the Yorestry people to leave their 
pump there so that you could get water. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Montgomery of Mumford and Medland was out of town and would not 
be back until the end of this week. Mr. Mumford promised me that 
when is man returned from the school, he would send me a repert 
as to what was necessary to put the Lister engine into commission 
and put everything right as regards to machinery.

I wired you on Sunday that I had received a tele- 
gram from the Sioux Lookout Indian residential school that they 
had had eo fire and that I was leaving to investigate. 


I left Kenora Sunday evening and arrived at the 
school 2;00 a.m. Monday morning and found that the fire had evident~- 
ly started in the engine room, most likely from the exhaust of the 
engine. The exhaust pipe has run through the same hole since the 
school was erected, but for some reason the fire started at that 
point. 


Wo damage was done to the min parte of the mild- 
ing bat the interior of the engine room is badly burned, as are 
also sane of the rafters and joists. I do not know what damage 
was done to the engine or the batteries. ‘This cannot be ascert- 
ained until an expert examines them. 


The fire started about 8,00 p.m. on Saturday. A 
message was sent to Sioux Lockout end the Camadian National Rail- 
way sent two coaches and men with equipment to Pelican. ‘the Ontario 
Forestry also sent a mumber of men, pumps, etc. wut the fire had 
been extinguished before they got there. 


In addition to the damage to the engine room, the 
fire had travelled between the walls as far as the bake room, and 
also travelled up inside the walle around the chapel, but had not 
broken through. ‘The staff managed to extinguish the fire by 9,00

o'clock, although quite a little damage was done by the fire and 


water and also by the holes which had to be made through the roof 
and building to get the water to the fire. 


After the fire, there was, of course, no water or 
lights tut the Ontatio Forestry had left a pump there for a few 
days so as to take care of the water. I also borrowed a few lant- 
erns and,with the ones they had at the school, they are managing, 
but with great inconvenience. 


I came on to Winnipeg this morning to see the 
Principal, the Reverend J. Marshall, but found he was in the Gener- 
al Hospital, here, undergoing an operation and of course could not 
proceed. I called at the English Ohmrch Missionary Society and 
saw Colonel Marmigan but he had no suggestions to make. However, 
he rang up Archbishop Matheson and I am going to see him this after- 
noon. Owing to the urgency of the situation I wired you the follow- 
ing telegram,

me know if the batteries are destroyed as the heat was very intense 
and melted the wax from the top of them and they may be spoilt. 


I called to see Inspector Hamilton, but he was out 
of town and will not be back for same days. 


It is difficult to estimate the amount of damage 
done, but outside of the engine and tools damaged, I imagine about 
$2,000 would do the necessary repairs. I should be glad if you 
would wire me authority to do what we think advisable up to about 
that amount, and when we get a full report as to what the total 
amount it will take to rebuild and repair, we will let you know. 


Imckily, they only have about ninety children in 
the school at the present time, as many have not returned from 
vacation. 


I would also like to receive authority to purchase 
refills for the eight 2k gallon fomites fire extinguishers. 


I am staying over in Wimmipeg tonight to make sure 
we get the expert and the engine away tonight to Sioux Lookout, 
and I have arranged with the Canadian National Railway so that the 
man and engine can be taken to Pelican tomorrow morning, where they 
will be met by the school and the engine put into temporary use. I 
do not imagine the cost of sending the expert , and use of the engine 
borrowed, will be more than $150.00, mt it is difficult to estimate 
the exact amount. 


I would therefore like to receive blank authority 
for the expenditures suggested above so that the situation can be 
taken care of.

Deer Captain Edwards: 


In reply to your letter of Oct. Ist. We were sorry to hear 
that the improvements and extra engine room that we hoped to 
have could not be granted. There is nothing left but the 
next dest. 


The man from Mumford Medlands came down on Tuesday's train, 
spent the night at Canon Sevier's and came out on the Local 

in the morning with engine plant. Ittwas installed at once. 
There were many cross currents which had to be rectified, 
therefore there was not much light that night. By Saturday 
nigh lights were on from basement to the top floor. The pump 
from the engine room was also set up so that it was pumping 
water by Saturday. Mr. Lafreniere is now taking down radiator 
and doing other necessary things in the old engine room and 
also going over the old plant, necessary for his report. 


Regarding the estimate, Edward went in to see Canon Sevier to 
get some one for that purpose. I thought Dr. Day might also 
help the Ganon but as he was ill the Canon secured Mr. Wright, 
a contractor in town who has had most of the building there 

to do. He came out with the Canon this morning by boat, took 
his notes and will let you know at once of his estimate. 


The man from the Forestry Department has been most fat 
in supplying us with water and has been most kind in many otxer 
ways. 


Wow I have come to one of the most important items of this

With further réference to my letter of October 7, re 
damage done by fire at Sioux Lookout Indian Residential 
School. The school authorities are very anxious that a 
new engine room be built outside the school and that the 
old engine room be used for a compression tank to hold 
about six thousand gallons of water. I enclose letter 
received from the principal's wife, Mre. Marshall, with 
& notation by engineer Mayo. I will endeavor to get 
prices on all of. these things and as soon ag I have some- 
thing definite, I will write yousTurther. There is no 
question the outside water tower they have has been a con- 
tinual source of trouble ever since the school was built 
and if it can be financed, I would strongly recomend you 
to carry out the wisues of the school authorities. I also 
enclose telegram received from Colonel Mermagen of the 
Indian School Commission, showing the commission strongly 
recommend the installation of the tank. 


It is difficult for me to make another trip to the 
school at the present time owing to the amount of work at 
the agency and also trips I have to make for Cash distri- 
butions to various bands. You will note they also require 
toole which were damaged by the fire. We have not got a 
price on these yet, but would like authority to supply his 
most immediate needs if you would authorize this. 


They seem to have more trouble there as it is reported 
at they now have measles in the school and thirty-six have 


ad to go to bed during last week.

Dear Sir: 


Our service man has now returned from the 
Sioux Lookout Indian School, and reports that from a 
superficial examination the plant is not in very good 
shape. 


There was a heavy radiator mounted on the 
ceiling over the engine, and when this dropped it fell 
on the flywheel and bent the crankshaft. Also, the 
magneto is burned and will need a new one. 


The generator we cannot tell about without 
bringing it to “innipeg for a test, but if it requires 
to be rewound this may run anywhere from $35.00 to $100.00 
according to the number of coils that are defective. 


The crankshaft and new bearings which would 
have to be fitted, also the magneto, would come to 
$170.00 without labour or freight on the plant backward 
and forward. 


The instruments on the switchboard were not 
burned, but the glass was broken and they are full of 
water and are now useless, so that considering the age 
of the plant a complete overhaul would seem to be 
doubtful investment, but we will have to leave the de- 
cision on this point to you. 


We attach hereto a long list of the various 
small items that will be needed to re-equip the power 
housé when rebuilt, but the only items required in a hurry 
are the ones for the Fairbanks-Morse pump, and these are 
only worth a few dollars.

You will notice that ey ask for @ pressure tank 
3 ft. long, 10 ft. high and ft. wide, for 100 lbs. 
pressure. 


There are several things wrong with this from our 
point of view. As we understand it you now have a wooden 
tank on a tower which is 67 ft. to the top, but this tank 
is very old and is leaking very badly, and the idea is that 
)en the new power house is built the pressure tank will re- 
/ place the elevated tank. 


A tank of this shape for 100 lbs. pressure would have 
to be very heavy indeed to avoid distortion, and would 
therefore be much too expempive. A round tank 8 rt. in 
diameter and 13 ft. long would have very nearly the same 
capacity, and could be provided for very much less money. 
A 78 ft. tower would only give 30 lbs. pressure at ground 
level, and as the tank ig not close to the building there 
would be some loss in Pipe friction. 


We are of the opinion that a circular tank 7 ft. in 
diameter, 13 ft. long, for 50 lbs. pressure would be ample. 
This would cost you approximately $600.00, whereas the tank 
asked for would cost nearly $1, 100.00, and should not be 
necéssary at all. 


We found that they had been using about 2-1/2 bbls. 
of gasoline per week and running the plant probably twelve 
hours per day. A great deal of this is caused by the waste 
of water from the leaking tank. 


We @lso have a report that the wiring in the building 
is not at all in good shape, as the extension cords, drop 
lights and switches have been damaged by the children, and 
is the cause of the blowing out of a great many fuses. 


in the case of the batteries, there are twenty-seven 
gcod cells, twenty-eight with the Covers broken, and one com- 
plete cell broken. This could be taken care of by sending 
down one new cell and the necessary covers and compound to 
seal on the new covers. 


We have had some talk with the Rey. Mr. Marshall from 
time to time regarding the installation of & new lighting 
Plant, and we have one in stock of the *ully Automatic Type 
exactly the same ag the one you have, which was included in 
the stock that we took over from the 4.A. Lister Company when 
we took charge of their Prairie Branches. We did not pay them 
full value for the stock and therefore could give you a reduced 
price on this of $950.00.

I also spoke te In- 
spector Hamilton over long distance and went to Winnipeg yes- 
terday afternoon having arranged for Mr. Mumford and Dr. 
Westgate, Secretary of the Anglican Indian School Mission to 
meet me that night. 


I enclose copy of letter received from Mumford, “edland, 
Limited, which reports damage done to machinery.

The awitchboard could be shipped to Winnipeg and a report 
got as to whether it is worth repairing. A new one would cost

4s mentioned in my last letter the school commission wishes to 
build a new engine room a slight distance away from the school. 

It is 
hard to get a price on this, but I think it should be able to 
be built for about $1,000.00 or $1,500.00, providing we do not 
have to pay too much for the foundations. If this was built, 
the present engine room could be repaired as per contractor 

W. 8. Wright's estimate for a little over $1,000.00 and can be 
used for the pressure tank and so do away with the water tower 
which is in bad shape. The school authorities wanted a square 
tank so that they could have another engine in the machine shop 
to drive the laundry machinery, but Mr. Mumford explains that a 
square tank would cost considerably more than a round tank and 
Would not be as serviceable.

He considers a tank costing about $2800.00 which would hold about pS: 
3200 Imperial gallons would be large enough. 


The School authorities wish to get a Dedsel Crude Oil Bngine 
instead of a gasoline engine as at present. This would save the 
Church authorities a considerable amount on the fuel, but the 
original cost is pretty high. 


In the case of the batteries, it is only necessary to send one 
new cell down and the necessary covers and compound to seal on the 
new covers. This would cost in the neighbourhood of $25.00. You 
will note the school with to get a Dedsel Engine, but the Mumford 
Company could ship down « new lighting plant for $950.00, second 
hand, but in excellent condition. <A Deadsel Engine would cost in 
the neighbourhood of $2500.00.

It would cost about $2 «00, but if this cannot be afforded 
we could send them down the $950.00 lighting piant and also allow them 
to keep the $250.00 engine. Mr. Mumford also sends the list of tools,

I Bave the honour to report that under instructions 
Comission, I visited the Sioux Lookout Indian Resi- 
dential Scho on Priday the 9th October. 


On arrival, I learned that in addition to their other 
worries measles had broken out and of the forty-six girls in 
residence forty were affected. Of the boys six of the thirty- 
eight had contracted the disease. In spite of this Mr. F. A. 
Mayo, the Aoting Principal, and his staff were carrying on the 
administration of the School in a most efficient manner. 


That the building did not become a total loss is due 
to the mercy of God and the wonderful devotion to duty of the 
entire staff. The children were all out in three minutes and 
the fire extinguished by the efforts of the staff before aid 
arrived. The Canadian National Railways and the Forestry De~ 
partment at Sioux Lookout were most generous and helpful in 
placing both men and material at the disposal of the School au- 
thorities. 

As the entire stock of fire extinguishers was used, may 
I urge the immediate supplying of a new quantity and also the 
favourable consideration of the installation of the 6000 gallon 
compression tank and thorough inspection of the electric wiring. 


You will doubtless have received a full report from 
Captain Edwards, whose assistance and cobperation the Commission
